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Review  of  the  Year 

Statement  of  the  Chairman,  by  Vernon  R.  Alden 


This  has  been  an  exceptional 
year  for  the  arts  in  Massachusetts. 
Governor  Francis  Sargent,  who  made 
the  quality  of  people's  lives  a  concern 
of  government,  has  brought  the  needs 
of  the  arts  to  public  attention. 
In  addition  to  supporting  the 
Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities,  the  Governor  provided  the 
arts  with  a  special  promise  in  1972.  He 
appointed  four  Task  Forces  on  the  arts 
and  humanities  which  enlisted  the 
thinking  of  four-score  distinguished 
citizens  about  the  needs  of  the  arts. 
The  Council  looks  forward  to  the 
publication  of  the  Task  Forces'  reports 
this  spring. 

Within  state  government,  the 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities 
became  a  part  of  the  Secretariat  of 
Educational  Affairs.  Under  Secretary 
Joseph  Cronin  and  his  staff  the  arts 
have  had  more  day-to-day  support  than 
at  any  previous  time. 

Within  the  Council,  the  state's 
agency  for  supporting  the  arts,  long- 
established  programs  have  matured. 
More  organizations  applied  for  and 
received  financial  assistance  in 
Fiscal  1972  than  in  the  previous  five 
years  of  the  Council's  existence. 


Early  in  its  history  the  Council 
on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  decided  to 
use  the  major  portion  of  its  state  and 
federal  funds  for  financial  assistance  to 
projects  in  the  arts  and  humanities. 
Council  members  felt  that  financial 
support  for  the  excellent  programs  of 
Massachusetts  cultural  organizations 
would  make  the  most  effective  use  of 
limited  appropriations. 

This  policy  has  had  a  number  of 
excellent  effects:  Council  funds  have 
helped  all  areas  of  the  state,  all  art 
forms,  and  many  kinds  of  audiences. 
In  Fiscal  1972  alone,  Council-assisted 
projects  reached  thousands  of  young 
people,  elderly,  prison  audiences;  city 
people,  rural  people,  suburbanites; 
dance  groups,  weavers,  playwrights; 
people  from  Cape  Cod  to  Berkshire 
County,  from  Fall  River  to  Lawrence. 
The  projects  listed  in  this  report  fill 
out  the  picture. 

All  this  was  accomplished  with 
a  very  small  staff  and  a  very  limited 
amount  of  money.  Last  year,  for 
example,  Council  staff  supervised  117 
financial  assistance  contracts,  40  poetry 
workshops  in  the  schools,  17  dance 
residencies,  and  was  the  initial  sponsor 
of  the  first  exhibition  of  Irish 
contemporary  art  in  this  country. 

Ninety-five  communities  in 
Massachusetts  were  directly  served  by 
Council-assisted  projects.  This  was 
done  with  a  staff  of  four  full-time  and 
two  part-time  and  a  state  appropriation 
of  $200,000.  The  Council's  total  budget, 
including  Federal  funds,  was  less  than 
$400,000.  In  addition,  Council  support 
generated  more  than  $380,000  in 
matching  funds  from  private, 
corporate,  and  foundation  sources. 


The  growing  movement  of  this 
decade  to  make  the  arts  available  to  all 
is  abundantly  evident  here  in 
Massachusetts.  Council  funds  and  staff 
efforts  have  been  important  in  this 
development.  Members  of  the  Council 
realize  the  necessity  of  taking  the 
initiative  in  developing  supportive 
programs.  Therefore,  the  Council 
administers  projects  bringing  artists 
into  schools,  and  bringing 
contemporary  dance  companies  into 
communities. 

In  the  course  of  the  Council's 
work,  Council  members  and  staff  are 
often  able  to  bring  together  people 
from  different  cultural  institutions  in  a 
community.  Local  and  regional  arts 
councils  are  organizing  all  over 
Massachusetts,  providing  a  vehicle 
through  which  people  in  a  community 
can  work  together.  Some  of  these 
groups  grew  from  nuclei  of  persons 
drawn  together  as  part  of 
Council  activity. 

Over  the  years  the  Council 
has  developed  a  considerable  body  of 
knowledge  about  the  needs  of  this 
state's  artists  and  its  cultural 
institutions.  The  Council  has 
developed  an  excellent  review 
procedure  for  financial  assistance 
applications.  It  has  made  its 
willingness  to  be  helpful  well  known  to 
the  cultural  organizations  that  serve 
the  public. 

But  the  Council  also  knows  that 


there  are  sizeable  problems  it  cannot 
solve  at  this  time  — arts  organizations' 
deficits  and  cash  flow,  problems  faced 
by  individual  artists  who  must  work 
outside  institutions,  the  poverty  of  our 
public  schools'  arts  education  curricula. 
New  programs,  as  well  as  expansion  of 
current  ones,  are  needed. 

The  Council  cannot  begin  to 
fulfill  its  mandate  with  its  present 
budget.  Increased  funding  for  the  arts 
and  humanities  is  imperative  if 
Massachusetts  is  to  maintain  its 
reputation  as  one  of  the  centers  of 
culture  in  this  nation. 

The  Council  is  especially  aware 
of  the  crisis  facing  the  arts  in  the 
Bicentennial  years,  1975-1976.  At 
present  most  arts  organizations  face 
rising  annual  deficits.  The  services  they 
offer  to  the  public  are  subsidized  by 
underpaying  their  staffs  and  spending 
next  year's  program  money.  It  is  time 
to  help  these  groups  now. 

In  my  own  involvement  with 
several  nonprofit  cultural  institutions, 
I  have  seen  the  problems  arts 
institutions  have  with  financial 
survival.  Costs  are  growing  faster  than 
revenues.  The  traditional  sources  of 
income  — contributions,  endowment, 
funds  from  foundations,  admissions, 
fees  — continue  to  provide  substantial 
support,  but  they  cannot  keep  pace 
with  rising  costs.  Services  to  more 
people  are  certainly  needed,  but  they 
will  only  happen  when  resources 
become  available. 


As  a  businessman,  I  am 
personally  aware  that  the  cultural  life 
of  Massachusetts  is  important  to  its 
economic  life.  In  a  very  direct  way, 
Tanglewood  and  our  historical 
monuments  draw  tourism.  But  also, 
Massachusetts'  reputation  as  a  center 
of  lively  cultural  life  makes  this  state 
a  place  people  want  to  be. 
Massachusetts  is  "the  great  state  of 
mind"  in  large  part  because  of  its 
culture.  People,  industry,  and  capital 
stay  in  Massachusetts  even  at  economic 
cost  to  themselves  because  they  have 
access  here  to  unequaled 
cultural  riches. 

As  a  concerned  citizen,  I  believe 
that  our  cultural  institutions  must  be 
made  even  more  available  to  people. 
Like  libraries  and  parks,  our  museums, 
theatres,  and  music  organizations  are 
public  institutions  that  belong  to  us  all. 
But  unlike  libraries  and  public 
parkland  they  are  not  supported  by 
public  revenues. 

Massachusetts  prides  itself  on 
enlightened  governmental  action.  Our 
Legislature  has  created  pacesetting 
laws  to  preserve  our  environment  and 
protect  our  consumers.  I  hope  the 
Legislature  will  look  on  support  of  the 
arts  in  as  enlightened  a  spirit.  Let  us 
stand  out  in  our  support  of  the  arts  as 
we  stand  out  in  the  quality  of  our  arts.

Poetry  in  the  Schools 

For  three  years,  the  Council  has 
been  administering  a  program  which 
brings  poets  into  classrooms  all  over 
the  state.  Poets  meet  with  students  for 
two  one-hour  sessions  each  week  for 
ten  weeks,  or  two  two-hour  sessions 
for  five  weeks.  Where  it  is  requested,  a 
teacher  workshop  is  offered.  This 
program  has  been  very  welcome  and 
has  expanded  each  year  since  it  began. 
In  Fiscal  1972,  20  poets  met  1,265 
students  in  more  than  40  schools.  A  list 
of  the  poets  and  the  schools  in  which 
they  worked  follows.

The  Irish  Imagination 


For  the  first  time,  last  year,  the 
Council  sponsored  a  poet  in  residence. 
Alan  Dugan  was  in  residence  in 
Falmouth  for  ten  weeks.  He  was 
available  to  teach  and  conduct 
workshops  on  a  full-time  basis.  He  met 
students  from  Lawrence  High  School, 
the  Intermediate  School,  the  Out-of- 
School  program,  East  Falmouth 
Elementary  School,  Woods  Hole, 
Teaticket,  North  Falmouth,  and  Mullen 
Hall  Schools  —  a  total  of  397  students  at 
all  grade  levels.  This  program,  like 
Poetry  in  the  Schools,  was  funded  by  a 
special  federal  grant  and  a  contribution 
from  the  participating  school  system. 


The  Massachusetts  Council  on 
the  Arts  and  Humanities,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Cultural 
Affairs,  Boston,  the  Gulf  Oil 
Corporation,  and  The  Cultural 
Relations  Committee,  Department  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  Republic  of  Ireland, 
presented  the  first  exhibition  in  this 
country  of  contemporary  Irish  art. 
Sixty-eight  paintings  from  the  ROSC  '71 
exhibition  in  Dublin  were  brought  to 
Boston  and  displayed  in  the  New  City 
Hall  Galleries  from  April  12  through 
May  5, 1972.  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
Boston,  presented  "A  Sampling  of  Irish 
Art"  from  its  collection  in  support  of 
this  exhibit. 

The  Irish  Imagination  was 
valuable  to  the  Council  as  an 
experiment  in  the  way  different 
agencies  can  cooperate  — state 
government,  city  government, 
corporate,  foreign  government,  and 
private  sponsors  were  all  involved.

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Coordinated  Dance  Residency  Program 


Again  in  1972,  the  Coordinated 
Dance  Residency  Program  expanded  its 
geographic  reach  and  its  artistic  scope. 
This  continuing  federally-assisted 
program  sponsors  residencies  in 
Massachusetts  by  contemporary  dance 
companies  from  all  over  the  country. 
Each  residency,  of  at  least  one-half 
week  duration,  comprises  one  or  more 
full  performances  by  the  company  plus 
lecture-demonstrations  and  master 
classes  for  students  and  afficianados  of 
this  very  vital  American  art  form.  The 
following  companies  were  in  residence 
in  Massachusetts  during  the  1971-1972 
season:
